Dr. JOHN G. P. CLELAND, a surgeon- 
obstetrician and director of the Cleland 
Clinic at Oregon City, Oregon. 

Dr. CHARLES BLACK, a chest and tuber- 
culosis surgeon of Shreveport, Louisiana, 
and member of the Louisiana State Uni- 
versity Medical School faculty. 


A Pilot Venture 


The medical men, chosen on the basis of 
both their professional competence and 
their Christian dedication, will leave San 
Francisco June 27 and visit clinics and 
hospitals around the world before return- 
ing to New York in late September. 

Mr. Denny said the doctors will confer 
with local medical personnel and heads 
of government in all areas and offer their 
services where needed. It is hoped that 
this summer’s survey may make possible 
the establishment of a permanent revolv- 
ing pool of volunteer physicians who will 
be available wherever needed for three

A TIME FOR INTOLERANCE— 
Writing in The Baptist Student*, Dr. Duke 
McCall, president of Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, says: 

“The church must deal with the popular 
notion of the brotherhood of man. This 
involves discrimination, as well as courage, 
because certain elements of truth are on 
the side of those who desire to blunt the 
sharp edge of differing convictions in our 
day. 

“First, then, this caution: The church 
must stand against all enmity and abuse 
of those of different faith. ‘Have we not

all one father? hath not one God created 
us? why do we deal treacherously every 
man against his brother, by profaning the 
covenant of our fathers?’ (Mal. 2:10)

“However, all men are not the children 
of God in a redemptive sense,” Dr. McCall] 
continues, “Thus, friendship, for example, 
between Jews, Roman Catholics, and evan- 
gelical Christians must not be used to 
keep a Baptist from proclaiming his con- 
viction that Jews and Roman Catholics 
are the object of evangelism. 

“In other words, courage is demanded 
for our churches to be intolerant, in this 
sense, in a day when tolerance is pro- 
claimed as the supreme virtue of religion.

“Imagine a group of mathematicians 
holding a convention in which one party 
says that two plus two equals eight, another 
party says that two plus two equals three, 
and a third party says that two plus two 
equals fourteen.

oo SURVEY seeking to gather 
and interpret information from the 
more than 100 Baptist bodies affiliated with 
the Baptist World Alliance has made the 
Alliance’s Commission on Bible Study and 
Membership Training conscious of one 
distressing fact. 

Along with much that is encouraging, we 
found that Bible teaching and member- 
ship training are relatively neglected acti- 
vities in the majority of our Baptist bodies. 

In the main, it was discovered, the 
Sunday School is a children’s affair from 
which they are graduated at about age 14. 
Where there are Sunday Schools, the meet- 
ings are often held on Sunday afternoon 
and are not very well attended. In very 
few cases did the reports show an or- 
ganized plan of membership training be- 
yond that of the pastor’s class for prospec- 
tive church members. 


Attractive Literature Is Vital 


Yet almost unanimously the reports 
gathered from key persons in the many 
continents showed a deep and growing 
interest in the possibility of enlarging plans 
for Bible teaching and membership train- 
ing that would include all ages. It was 
often pointed out that an exact duplication 
of teaching and training methods as em- 
ployed by churches of the United States 
would be impracticable and even undesir- 
able, but again and again the earnest hope 
was expressed that there might be a sharing 
of problems and plans that would broaden 
the scope of what is now being done by 
Baptist groups in many lands. 
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A Neglected Area in the Churches 


WHAT BAPTISTS 
NEED MOST 


In answer to the question, what is your 
most urgent need? the reply has been al- 
most unanimous: Attractive and adequate 
literature in the language of the people. 

In some cases, the only helps available 
for Bible study are mimeographed mate- 
rials, often translated from printed helps 
from abroad. Where printed helps are 
available, they usually are for children 
with little or nothing provided for young 
people and adults. Such literature as Bap- 
tists in America have in great abundance 
for use in such organizations as Baptist 
Training Union and Baptist Youth Fellow- 
ship are entirely absent. Only in rare in- 
stances are there appropriate textbooks for 
the training of church members and 
specialized texts for the training of leaders. 


No Lack of Concern 

The reports show emphatically that 
failure to meet adequately this most urgent- 
ly felt need is not due to lack of interest 
and concern. There is evidenced a deep 
stirring of desire and determination to 
supply the need. 

The difficulties confronted evoke sincere 
and sympathetic response as we realize 
the opportunity and the obligation of shar- 
ing with one another through interchange 
of ideas, mutual helpfulness in curriculum 
writing, conferences concerning means and 
methods, inquiry as to plans that are 
adapted to meet local ‘and national needs, 
prayer for one another that Bible study 
and membership training may be provided 
on the highest possible level for all ages 
in every Baptist church in the world. 

Such ends as these the Commission 
earnestly seeks to serve as it continues 
to make and to interpret its survey studies.

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John Bates McLaurin’s outsized body was perhaps 
the least of the giant-like characteristics which 
marked this burly Canadian missionary statesman. 


A GIANT IN INDIA

i HE SWING AND FLOURISH of the Student 
Volunteer Convention in Toronto in 1901 
caught John Bates McLaurin, engineering 
student in McMaster University, like a 
blare of trumpets. 

McLaurin, a large youth, had been born 
in India of missionary parents and after 
a boyhood education in a South Indian 
boarding school returned to the Western 
world to study at Woodstock College in 
the Canadian town where his parents had 
met. But he rebelled against the presump- 
tion of relatives that “he could be nothing 
but a missionary,” and following gradua- 
tion at Woodstock enrolled for engineering 
studies at McMaster. 

God intervened by way of the Student 
Volunteer Convention. The cold appeal of 
mathematics and bridge building began to 
fade. In the spring of 1905 he graduated 
from the University with a full slate of 
first grades. By December he was solidly 
located as student pastor, with a fixed 
purpose of pursuing theological studies. 
His bachelor of theology degree came in 
1908, followed by ordination to the Baptist 
ministry. 


Missionary to India 

In July, 1909, all his plans came to a 
point with a rush. He applied to the 
Foreign Mission Board for work in India, 
“immediately.” They accepted him im- 
mediately and caught him with a question: 
“Are you going out married or single?” 
He answered, “Married.” It was the first 
time anyone knew it! He hurried home 
and wrote a letter to Mary Stillwell, in 
Ottawa, telling her that he was going to 
India, married—and she was the girl. 
She said, “No!” very distinctly, and John 
was more nonplussed and worried than he 
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had ever been in all his twenty-five years. 

The next letter was a marvel of propriety: 

“”.. my mother said I ought to be ashamed 
of myself, 

Because no girl likes to be snapped up 
that way. 

How sorry I am I didn’t go about it in 
the right way. 

I’m awfully clumsy.” 

The last letter was almost 

Mary Stillwell said, “Yes!” 
John and Mary sailed from Montreal 

and arrived in Kakinada, India, November 

12, 1909. A crowd of Telugu Christians 

welcomed them. 


Teaches At Seminary 

It is impossible to know what went on 
in the minds of the native Indians when 
first this out-sized foreigner came striding 
across their lands, leaping ditches while 


his companions fell in; or pedaling vigor- | 


ously along canal banks in early morning. 
Yet there was no mistaking his spirit. 


He liked them. They felt it when he spoke | 
and laughed. And what he had to tell | 





irresistible. | 
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was a great story—the greatest ever told. | 
The effect on the people is written in | 


his own words: “The amazed villagers 
viewed a meteoric progress through the 
churches . . . marked by the usual wel- 
come hurrahs.” 

Circumstances can do little to such a 
man but stand aside and let him go. 

In the years 1920 to 1924 the people 
of the Telugu country about Ramapatnam 
saw something new. On a square of sun- 
baked earth in the shade of a village coun- 
cil tree, they could find an assembly of 
people, high caste, low caste and outcaste,

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standing motionless or sitting on the 
ground wrapped in sheets, listening as 
though the angels were singing. At the 
center of the crowd was a circle of young 
Indian men squatting on mats. Some had 
tom-toms, some cymbals and some books. 
The low, steady throb of the drums and 
the brassy ring of cymbals accompanied 
the rhythmic chant of voices, half in song, 
half in recitation. 

A story was being told in free musical 
metre—the story of Mary and Joseph and 
Jesus; of Peter and Paul and John the 
Baptist. 

It was an oriental display to the last 
word, with one solitary exception. One 
of the company was of Western dress and 
Western stature. When John B. McLaurin 
stood up to take his turn at interpreting 
the story, he towered above the company 
like a banyan tree. His words flowed out 
over the listeners in perfect Telugu, but 
his gestures were the vigorous motions of 
the West. 

The seminary was a joint endeavour of 
American and Canadian missions in the 
training of Indian Christians for the min- 
istry, and John McLaurin had been chosen 
as the Canadian missionary member of the 
staff. 

A few years later when he returned 
after his second furlough to Kakinada, he 
organized a new seminary in the Canadian 
Baptist Mission. To this important in- 
stitution also he brought his passionate love 
for evangelism, sending his students far 
and wide, out into the churches of the 
fields. 


Heads Canadian Baptists 


When John and Mary arrived in Canada 
for their third furlough in 1933, a large 
convention assembly in Brentford gave 
them a standing welcome. John McLaurin 
was made president, and a congregation 
that packed the church listened with rapt 
attention to his two addresses. At the 
end, the assembly rose as one and repeated 
twice over with unanimous warmth: “For 
me to live is Christ.” 

John carried this same theme to Berlin 
to the Congress of the Baptist World 
Alliance the next summer. He was sent 
there to deliver the presidential address 
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Dr. McLAurRIN 


in the place of Dr. John McNeil of Toron- 
to who was ill at the time. 


The Crowning Years 


When he returned to India, John Mc- 
Laurin took up his old place as principal 
of the seminary and general supervisor of 
a dozen organizations in the Kakinada 
area. 

But it was not the same old India. 
Currents of change were moving across 
the land. Mahatma Gandhi had given 60- 
million outcastes a sense of dignity. The 
ideas driving these new currents of thought 
were all in line with John’s thinking. He 
had been preaching for years the admin- 
istrative ability of Indian Christians, and 
in Kakinada he committed sweeping re- 
sponsibility to his staff and field pastors. 

Then, in response to his call, the Bap- 
tist Christians of India, Burma and Ceylon 
met as a representative body in Kakinada 
at Christmas time of 1938. From their 
discussions and decisions came the clear 
outlines of a new Baptist family of ap- 
proximately two million members—the 
Baptist Union of India, Pakistan, Burma 
and Ceylon. It stands in its own right,

Forty-nine different countries already 
have sent word they will be represented 
at the Fifth Baptist Youth World Confer- 
ence in Toronto June 27-July 2. 

“It's 49 down and 51 to go,” Douglas 
Gow, general director of arrangements for 
the conference said. 

Originally the Baptist World Alliance 
youth department had anticipated a crowd 
of 6,000 young people from 50 countries. 

“We're increasing our sights now to 
hope for representatives from 70 coun- 
tries,’ Gow said. “Invitations have gone 
out to Baptist leaders in an even 100 na- 
tions.” 


The meeting is expected to be the largest

An international choir of 1,000 voices 
and many fellowship periods are listed on 
the program in addition to a schedule of 
speakers from many nations. Conference 
theme is “Christ for the World—Now.” 


Sixteen European countries, including 
the USSR, and 13 countries in Asia head 
the continental roll call thus far tabulated 
at conference headquarters. Africa is 
represented by delegates from four coun- 
tries; Central America and the West Indies, 
five countries; North America, three; South 
America, five; and Australia-Oceania, 
three.

The 1958 annual meeting of the Baptist 
World Alliance Executive Committee will 
be held August 2-8 on the campus of 
Baptist Theological Seminary at Ruschli- 
kon-Zurich, Switzerland. 


A call to members has been mailed over 
the signatures of President Theodore F. 
Adams, General Secretary Arnold T. Ohrn 
and Associate Secretary Robert S. Denny. 


The first four days of the conference 
will be devoted primarily to meetings of 
BWA study commissions on religious lib- 
erty, evangelism, Bible study and mem- 
bership training, world missions, and the 
doctrines of the church and of baptism. 
There also will be special meetings of 
committees on relief and finance. 


Business sessions of the Executive Com- 
mittee will begin Wednesday noon, August 
6 and continue through Friday. 
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Pastor Koli Baptizes 108 in Four Months 


A record which pastors around the world would like to emulate has been 
made by Rev. Samuel Koli in his ministry to the church at Pimu in the Belgian 
Congo. Baptist Herald, publication of the Baptist Missionary Society, reports 
that Pastor Koli, who is a member of the BWA Executive Committee, baptized 
108 converts in a four-month period last year. 

“Increased congregations, new inquirers for baptism, suspended church 
members seeking restoration, greater devotion to work on the part of the 
teachers and an increased sense of responsibility and purpose among the 
nurses were some Of the fruits of his all-too-brief stay,” the Herald reports. 


No Visa Difficulty in Toronto 


Foreign young people in the United 
States with single entry visas have been 
assured re-entry privileges after their at- 
tendance at the Baptist Youth World Con- 
ference in Toronto this summer. 

Mr. Joseph S. Henderson, director of 
U. S. State Department Visa Office, states: 
“Persons in possession of single entry visas 
should be advised to apply for a revalida- 
tion at the American Consulate General in 
Toronto. I have informed the Consulate 
General of this matter and have requested 
it to render all possible assistance.” 

No passport for visas are required for 
U. S. citizens entering and leaving Canada. 


Everybody Registers at Toronto 


Everybody—including the members of 
the entertainment committee who are work- 
ing long hours getting ready for their 
many visitors—are registering and paying 
full registration fees for the Fifth Baptist 
Youth World Conference in Toronto June 
27-July 2. 

Miss Thelma Jarrett, director of registra- 
tions, said that even speakers at the meet- 
ing are being asked to register—so that 
everybody present may bear their propor- 
tionate share of the convention’s expense.

£20,865 for missions. This represents an 
average contribution of $4.93 per member 
in American money.

A glowing tribute to Dr. C. C. Adams, 
executive secretary of the Foreign Mission 
Board of the National Baptist Convention, 
USA, Inc., is related by Dr. A. A. Banks, 
Jr., of Detroit, following a trip-tour by 
himself and his wife to Baptist missions 
in Africa. 

“One single remark by our West African 
supervisor, Dr. John B. Falconer, seems to 
summarize and symbolize the appreciation 
which African businessmen hold for Dr. 
Adams and our Foreign Mission Board in 
matters administrative and financial,” Dr. 
Banks said. He then quoted Dr. Falconer 
as saying “If I get a cable from C. C. 
stating that he will send $5000 by a certain 
date, I can take that cable to the bank and 
get the money on the spot.” 


Adegbite to Represent Nigeria 


Joseph Adegbite has been named official 
representative of Nigerian Baptist young 
people to the Sth Baptist Youth World 
Conference in Toronto June 27-July 2. 
His expenses are being borne jointly by 
the Nigerian Baptist Convention and the 
Southern Baptist Mission in Nigeria.

Committee. 


Missionary Giving in Reverse 


A gift of £14 for the Home Work 
Fund was received by headquarters of the 
Baptist Union of Great Britain and Ireland 
from the Mission church at Yakusu in the 
Belgian Congo. 

In a letter to Dr. E. A. Payne, the 
treasurers, Alice Wilkinson and Consul 
Taluti, stated: 

“You will no doubt be surprised to re- 
ceive this letter, but the reason is that our 
Yakusu Church Council, having heard 
from us about the Home Work Fund and 
the needs of the work in the new housing 
estates, decided at the December meeting, 
to give the Christmas collection to this 
fund. 

“Therefore, at the Christmas morning 
service the coliection was taken. Later, 
small gifts came in from neighbouring 
villages and last week, our sub-station of 
Yalikina sent in their contribution. It 
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is therefore with very great joy that Consul 
Baluti (son of our first Yakusu Pastor— 
one of the original three baptised here— 
who is joint-treasurer with me) and I 
send £14 as a gift from the Yakusu 
Church. 

“The gift comes with our prayers that 
it may be blessed of God to help the work 
at home and that it may demonstrate that 
the work is one.”

Garo Christians Plan Major 
Evangelistic Drive 


Baptists of the indigenous church in the 
North Goalpara Baptist Union have 
pledged themselves to an all out campaign 
of evangelism in their territory during 
1958, Rev. N. A. Kirkwood writes to The 
Australian Baptist from Bongaigaon in the 
Goalpara District of Assam. 

“The gauntlet has been flung down and 
the challenge accepted. Rejoice with us 
that the North Goalpara Baptist Union, for 
the first time, has set itself an evangelistic 
programme and target” the missionary 
says. 

Each of three “Circles” has agreed to 
launch a campaign to enlarge the King- 
dom of God in its own area, Mr. Kirkwood 
States. 

Two weeks of prayer have been arranged 
to be held before the preaching teams go 
out in March and September. The first 
week will be from March 2 to March 9. 
The missionaries appealed to prayer part- 
ners in Australia to join with their brethren 
in Goalpara in daily and nightly inter- 
cession during this week and to pray for 
the preaching teams which will be active 
every month except July and August which 
are the farmers’ busy times. 

Easter Week will see special teams 
spending the whole eight days in the vil- 
lages, visiting every home during the days 
and holding meetings at night. Film strips 
telling the gospel message will be pro- 
jected, and it is planned to present the 
claims of Christ boldly and _ forcibly 
throughout the area.

“To Reach the Whole Man” 


The need for missionaries to teach 
agriculture as well as religion was empha- 
sized by Mr. David Stockley of Khulna, 
East Pakistan, in an address at the an- 
nual deputation conference of the Baptist 
Missionary Society at High Leigh, England. 

“No hungry person can be an effective 
and responsible church member,” Mr. 

“Many Christians in East 
Pakistan are hungry all their lives.” He 
described the plight of the poor Christian 
peasant, hungry before birth because his 
mother was hungry and hungry at death. 

Mr. Stockley spoke also of the urgency 
of teaching these peasant people new and

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improved methods of agriculture, for the 
land can produce plenty, and there is an 
abundance of labor. Mr. Stockley’s own 
work at Khulna was described as “a practi- 
cal attempt by the churches to reach the 
whole man.” 


Japan Baptist Union Formed 


A new Baptist organization—the Japan 
Baptist Union—has been formed by a 
group of Baptist representatives which met 
at Hayama near Tokyo. The Union con- 
sists of 27 churches, six educational in- 
stitutions and five Christian centers, and 
officials said that membership probably 
will be increased by withdrawal of a 
number of Baptist churches at present af- 
filiated with the United Church of Christ 
of Japan. 

Dr. Isamu Chiba, principal of both the 
Soshin and Shokei Girls’ schools, was 
named chairman of the new organization. 
Rev. Jin Sugaya was appointed Japanese 
secretary and Rev. William Hinchman, 
missionary secretary. 


Australasia 


Australia Sends Ten 


The Baptist Union of Australia has 
named ten official delegates, all of whom 
are individually financing their own travel 
to the Fifth Baptist Youth World Confer- 
ence in Toronto June 27-July 2. 

Dr. John Knights, executive secretary 
of the Baptist Board of Christian Educa- 
tion and Publication, has still further com- 
ment about the enthusiasm of Australian 
Baptists for world Baptist fellowship: 
“When I set out to come to Rio in 1953 
for the 4th Baptist Youth World Confer- 
ence, representation at a world conference 
was a new idea to our Australian people. 
However, the closer contact with Baptist 
World affairs and the large delegation 
which attended the Baptist World Alliance 
Congress in London have produced a new 
attitude. I am sure that in the future we 
will have no difficulty whatever in being 
well represented at all such Congresses 
and Conferences.” 
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Trip to Burma Baptist Convention Is . . . 


EVERYTHING BUT DULL 


The travel of 101 Baptists from the 
Shweli Valley Shan Mission to Mandalay 
for the October meeting of the Burma Bap- 
tist Convention was everything but dull. 

Dr. Albert AiLun, member of the staff 
at Namkham Hospital, tells of the journey 
in which the 101 people climbed with bags 
and beddings into three trucks after prayers 
asking the Lord for protection. The doc- 
tor describes the road as “crooked like 
a snake in most parts, and there are many 
ups and downs besides deep ravines and 
gorges.” 

The area traveled has been the site of 
daily robberies—dacoits running out of 
their hiding places in the jungle, armed, 
customarily stopping cars and _ asking 
drivers to drive into the woods. Then 
they make all passengers, men, women and 
children, lie down on their faces while 
they roughly search their pockets for 
money. Then, according to Dr. AiLun, 
they strip off the ladies’ jackets, wedding 
rings, bracelets, wrist watches and earrings, 


and if a passenger tries to look up he is 
immediately shot dead. 

Dr. AiLun reports that “We lost not a 
single hair during the whole trip, made 
in four days both ways. You could hear 
‘Jesus Saviour Pilot Me’, ‘Rock of Ages’, 
‘Onward Christian Soldiers’ and ‘Abide 
with Me’ streaming out of the trucks all 
the way.” 

The caravan arrived at the convention 
grounds in Mandalay just before dark of 
the fourth day, and after supper the tired 
travelers stretched themselves in rows and 
improvised bamboo shacks. “While we 
were dreaming after midnight, it began to 
rain cats and dogs (that is a nice American 
slang I had learned),” Dr. AiLun relates. 
“Soaked to the skin we all got up from 
our beds and sat with umbrellas over our 
heads until dawn.” 

Dr. AiLun relates that the convention 
meetings were inspirational and deeply in- 
teresting. Three thousand delegates from 
some sixteen racial groups attended.

Dr. Nannie Burroughs Tributed 


Mrs. Florence Church, Australian Con-

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Department, has reported the meeting of 
the North American women’s conference in 
Toronto in speeches throughout Australia 
and New Zealand. She paid high tribute 
to Dr. Nannie Helen Burroughs, a negress 
of Washington, D. C., whom she described 
as “the greatest living Baptist woman.” 

“A contemporary of Booker Washington 
and Washington Carver, at 82 years of 
age, Dr. Burroughs is still tall, majestic, 
and consecrated. A few weeks ago she 
uplifted the Executive with her prayers, 
her faith and her Christian challenge,” 
Mrs. Church related. Mrs. Church then 
recalled that one of Dr. Burroughs’ say- 
ings was “I do not know what the future 
holds, but I do know who holds the future, 
and I am not afraid.” 
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Mrs. S. L. Jones, secretary of the 
Woman’s Missionary Union in Southern 
Rhodesia, sends the following interesting 
article: 

The name and work of Baptists are 
comparatively new in Southern Rhodesia 
among the African people. Southern Bap- 
tists of America appointed their first mis- 
sionary couple for Southern Rhodesia late 
in 1950. During these seven years, the 
missionary staff has increased to 30, and 
the witness of Baptists and Baptist 
churches have been established in some of 
the major African locations and on one 
African reserve. God is calling out African 
men to become preachers of the gospel, 
thus enabling the Baptist work to spread 
more completely and more effectively in 
the various areas of work. 

The spread of Baptist witness in this 
country is not due entirely to the mission- 
aries and the men. Much of it is due to 
consecrated women. Most of the African 
women have only a very small amount of 
formal education before they are paid for 
by some African man and must leave 
school and begin their family. We are 
fortunate to have some women who have 
received more education than the average 
woman. Two of these women are: Mrs.

Canadian Women’s Day of Prayer 


On December 5, 1957 a unique service 
was held in the German Baptist Church in 
Toronto, Canada, on the Baptist Women’s 
Day of Prayer, according to the report 
sent by Mrs. C. W. Dengate, executive 
secretary of the Women’s Missionary Soci- 
ety of Ontario and Quebec. 

Mrs. Dengate reports: For the first time 
the women of many nationalities were in- 
vited to meet together for this service. It 
was not possible for a representative from 
all groups to be present, but 75 women 
from ten nationalities responded. The 
atmosphere of warm fellowship was strong- 
ly felt as they sang “Blest be the tie that 
binds our hearts in Christian love.” 

Miss Gaverluk, the missionary in charge 
of the New Canadian Fellowship for 
Metropolitan Toronto, arranged the meet- 
ing with the assistance of leaders from the 
national groups. Mrs. H. Palias, Estonian, 
Mrs. J. Kaczowka, wife of the Polish 
Minister, and Mrs. H. Werle for the 
Hungarian and German groups, assisted 
in translating brief messages brought by 
several leaders. Mrs. Werle, so well 
known, both as Court Interpreter and for 
her helpfulness to the newcomers from 
many European countries, added much in- 
terest to the program. 

With reverent devotion Mrs. Anna Dahl 
sang ““God Reveals His Presence,” and His 
Presence was indeed manifested when 
about 25 women prayed spontaneously in 
their own language for their sisters around 
the world. After the prayers the women 
joined hands and repeated the Lord’s 
prayer “each in their own tongue,” realiz- 
ing more deeply than ever before that 
“we are all one in Christ Jesus.”

Dona Esther Dias, Latin American 
continental chairman for Women’s Union, 
was born in a Chris- 
tian home in _ the 
suburbs of Rio de 
Janeiro. She does 
not remember when 
she did not know 
Bible verses and 
hymns. Her father, 
a Baptist pastor for 
more than 50 years, 
was converted under © 
the ministry of Dr. 
Solomon Ginsburg, a 
missionary of the Southern Baptist Foreign 
Mission Board. 

Esther began her church activities at 
the age of three, by singing a solo in her 
father’s church. Throughout the years the 
church has been “her life.” She made a 
public profession of her faith at 13, and 
entered Rio Baptist College for girls at 
15. Teaching at the college in her senior 
year, she met Mr. Jose Antonio Oliveira 
Dias, and after an engagement of three 
years they were married by Dr. Ginsburg. 
They made their home in Sao Paulo, where 
Mr. Dias began his life work with the 
Brazilian National Bank. Dona Esther im- 
mediately started to work in the little Bap- 
tist church of Sao Paulo. She became the 
Training Union director, then Sunday 
School superintendent; and in addition to 
all her church work she accepted a posi- 
tion as teacher in the Sao Paulo Baptist 
College. 

In 1934 her husband was transferred to 
Rio, and Dona Esther found herself back 
at the First Baptist Church of Rio. There 
she has served as superintendent of the 
Young People’s department; with the 
Woman’s Missionary Union of her church; 
as corresponding secretary for the District 
W.M.U., and as president of the W.M.U. 
of Brazil. When asked “What is your 
dream for the W.M.U. in the future?” 
she replied, “We must have the training 
school. The women are ready to work, 
and are willing, but they have no one to 
lead them in their individual churches.”

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BAPTISTS IN CZECHOSLOVAKIA

From a member of one of our Austrian 
Baptist churches comes some very inter- 
esting news from our Baptists in Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Sent to Czechoslovakia to assist in the 
installation of a large piece of machinery, 
this Austrian took advantage of every op- 
portunity to visit Baptist brethren. He re- 
ports a cordial reception wherever he went 
and was urged to extend greetings to 
Baptist brethren everywhere. 

Czechoslovakia has 50 Baptist churches, 
with a membership of about 3,000 and 
only eight ordained ministers. Six young 
men recently volunteered for the ministry, 
but of this number only one was granted 
permission to go to the University of 
Prague. On the faculty of the university, 
there is a professor representing the Bap- 
tist, Brethren, and Methodist denomina- 
tions. The State determines what studies 
may be pursued. 

At a conference in Bratislava, several 
Russian Baptists were in attendance, who 
reported that owing to the scarcity of 
Bibles in their country handwritten copies 
are being made of Scripture portions, and 
for Sunday School teaching Bible pictures 
are drawn and colored and the stories 
written below. 

Food and clothing of inferior quality 
are not lacking in Czechoslovakia, and 
there is sufficient employment; yet the peo- 
ple are unhappy and dissatisfied because of 
present restrictions and the insecure out- 
look for the future. 


Evangelism in Poland 


Rev. Alexander Kircun, president of the 
Polish Baptist Union, reports from Warsaw 
that many churches are having special 
weekly evangelistic meetings. Conversions 
have been reported in several places. Mr. 
Kircun was a speaker for such meetings in 
the city Lodz, where several young people 
accepted the Lord.

Youth Movement in Holland and has or- 
ganized some meetings of Baptist Youth 
leaders of Europe and Holland. As presi- 
dent of the Baptist Union of Holland, he 
recently has visited with Baptists in many 
European countries. 








Russians Visit Czechoslovakia 


Rev. Yakov Zhidkov, president of the 
Baptist Union of Evangelical Baptist 
Churches in the USSR, and Rev. Alexander 
Karev, general secretary of that Union, 
were members of a delegation visiting 
Czechoslovakia October 24-November 5. 
They preached at a number of Baptist 
churches and held conferences with pas- 
tors in Prague and Bratislava.

Zurich, Switzerland. A graduate of Cam- 
bridge and London universities, Dr. Beas- 
ley-Murray is a well known New Testa- 
ment scholar, and until 1955 was a tutor 
at Spurgeon’s. He will take office next 
summer. 


Nap-Street Church Reopened 


The rebuilding of the Baptist Church in 
Nap-Street, Budapest, severely damaged 
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during events of October, 1956 in Hungary 
has been finished. Its opening took place 
on a solemn service on October 26. Rev. 
Laszlo Szabo, president of the Baptist 
Union of Hungary and pastor of the local 
church, preached. 

The congregation of Nap-Street has been 
the heart of the Baptist Mission in Hun- 
gary for many years. 


Scottish Youth Plan Hostel 


Erection of a hostel-type building which 
would serve as a center for Scottish Bap- 
tist young people was considered at the 
Ninth West-of-Scotland Baptist Youth As- 
sembly. Mrs. Robert Buchanan of Cam- 
buslang estimated that such a_ building 
could be erected by voluntary labor at a 
cost of £1200, but it would take five 
years to build. The investigation is con- 
tinuing both into planning and to the rais- 
ing of necessary funds. 

A new steering committee was au- 
thorized to consider also the possibility of 
a National Baptist Youth Assembly instead 
of one only confined to the West of Scot- 
land. This year’s assembly program was 
highlighted by instructive and provocative 
talks each morning by Rev. George Young. 
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Latin America 
School Has New Buildings 


Colegio Bautista, Santa Ana, El Salva- 
dor, recently completed a new boys’ dor- 
mitory and missionary home. The school 
had never had a boarding division for boys. 
One hundred of the 470 students are girls 
who board. 

The new building will accommodate 20 
to 30 boys. It provides sleeping quarters, 
a long porch that serves as a study and 
recreation area, a shower room and open 
laundry area. On completion of the build- 
ing the school received many more appli- 
cants for rooms than it could accept. 

For the past 46 years the missionary 
family in Santa Ana has rented a house. 
With a permanent mission home, the rent 
money can be used to support a national 
pastor or partially support two persons. 





Hospital Opened in Mexico 


Using surgical scissors, Dr. Baker J. 
Cauthen cut a white ribbon which officially 
opened Southern Baptists’ first hospital in 
Mexico and third major hospital in Latin 
America. The new institution, located in 
Guadalajara, has 68 beds and also provides 
an out-patient clinic. 

Dr. Cauthen, executive secretary of the 
Southern Baptist Foreign Mission Board, 
and Dr. Frank K. Means, secretary for 
Latin America, were in Guadalajara for 
the hospital dedication, February 16-18. 
Mrs. R. L. Mathis, Waco, Texas, president 
of Woman’s Missionary Union, was prin- 
cipal speaker. Senor Francisco Flores, 
pastor of Immanuel Baptist Church, Gua- 
dalajara, offered the dedicatory prayer. 

Among the crowd of people who en- 
tered the hospital gates for the dedication 
service on Sunday were many who have 
received treatments from Dr. E. Lamar 
Cole during the 11 years he has served 
as medical missionary in Mexico.

Dr. Hargroves was an instructor at 
American School in Kuling, China, 1922- 
23, and later ministered to Princeton 
Baptist Church, Weatherford Memorial 
Church, Richmond, Virginia, and the 
Second Baptist Church of Germantown, 
Philadelphia, where he has served since 
1932. 

Dr. Hargroves is a past president of the 
American Baptist Convention, and has held 
numerous religious and civic offices. He is 
chairman of the editorial committee of 
“The Secret Place” and contributes to 
various publications, national and denomi- 
national. 


Martinez of Cartagena, convention presi- 
dent for the past five years, presided. 

The convention reported 18 churches 
with 1377 members. A total of 340 new 
converts were baptised during 1957.

The convention voted 
also to send Dr. Ruiz to the Baptist World 
Congress in Rio de Janeiro in 1960. 
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Year of Advance in Argentina 


The Baptists of Argentina are making 
1958 as a year of advance, according to 
Missionary James O. Watson. 

A cooperative program for financing 
the work of the national convention, which 
had been under study for years, was in- 
augurated; and a commission on evange- 
lism was organized to direct the evangeliza- 
tion of the country. 

New churches were constituted, Sunday 
schools enlarged, and mission Sunday 
Schools begun. A church building financed 
by Maxey Jarman, a Nashville, Tenn., 
USA, businessman, was practically com- 
pleted in Rosario and land was purchased 
for another in Buenos Aires. 

There were 631 baptisms during the year 
to bring the membership of Argentina’s 
168 Baptist churches to 11,209. 


North America 


Jubilee Advance Moves Forward 


Representatives of seven major Baptist 
bodies in North America have declared 
that cooperative efforts now underway 
“will do much to strengthen our unity and 
our witness, resolve our differences and 
clear away any misunderstandings.” 

The declaration was made in a statement 
approved at a Chicago meeting of the Bap- 
tist Jubilee Advance Committee, which 
met to further plans for the Advance— 
a six-year mass evangelism effort. 

It said that committee members “are of 


One mind in the conviction that all North 


American Baptists need a deepening of de- 7 


votion to Jesus Christ, a quickening of 
evangelistic zeal, a worthier level of stew- 
ardship and a more vital and fruitful life.” 

“To advance together in these areas of 
humbling challenge is our earnest hope,” 
it continued. 

The statement added that Baptists should 
march forward together “toward a nobler 
destiny,” not as “competitors, but as com- 
patriots, not in fear of one another, but 
with deeper faith in one another, not with 
jealousy, but with shared joy.” 

The Advance will officially open with 
watchnight prayer services on New Yeatr’s 
Eve. As a forerunner, a nationwide Day of 
Prayer will be observed Sunday, June 1, 
1958 by the 75,000 cooperating Baptist 
churches. 

Final year of the observance, 1964, will 
mark the 150th anniversary of organized 
Baptist work on a national scale in North 
America. This started in 1814 at Phila- 
delphia with the formation of the Gen- 
eral Missionary Convention of the Baptist 
Denomination in the United States for 
Foreign Missions. 


2,000 Missionaries Is Goal 


A goal of 2,000 active missionaries 
abroad by the end of 1964 is the goal of 
the Southern Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board as expressed by Executive Secretary, 
Baker James Cauthen. The Board’s ap- 
pointments during 1957 brought the num- 
ber of active missionaries now in overseas 
stations to 1,188.

BAPTIST LEADERS PLAN PEACE MOVE 


Heads of the two big Baptist organizations in the United States have dis- 
closed plans for a concerted effort to line up world Baptist support for world 


peace and fellowship. 


Brooks Hays, president of the Southern Baptist Convention, and Dr. Clarence 
W. Cranford, head of the American Baptist Convention, said their plans in- 
clude a probable visit to Russia in mid-April to enlist support of Baptists 


there. 


Representing some 10-million Baptists in the United States, Hays and Dr. 
Cranford said the idea is to work out an answer to the question “What can 
the Baptists do to promote world peace?” 

Dr. and Mrs. Cranford will visit also in Germany, France, and England. 
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ABC Receives $9-Million 

American Baptists contributed $9,176,- 
129 in 1957 to the work of all American 
Baptist Convention agencies. This repre- 
sents an increase of $436,744 over the 
1956 total of $8,739,385. The Rev. Edwin 
H. Tuller, general director of the Coun- 
cil on Missionary Cooperation, which is 
the denomination’s budget-raising and pro- 
motional agency, announced the totals. 


1%4-Million Baptists in Texas 

Since the first Baptist church in Texas 
was organized March 29, 1834, near 
Bastrop, the denomination’s history has 
been marked by continued growth, until 
today it is the state’s largest religious group. 

Texas Baptists number more than 1,- 
528,000, or one out of every six persons in 
the state. There are 3,784 churches affili- 
ated with the Baptist General Convention 
of Texas. 

Texas has one of the world’s largest Bap- 
tist churches—10,851-member First Bap- 
tist Church of Dallas. Baylor University, 
the largest Baptist university, is located at 
Waco. The largest orphanage, Buckner 
Orphans’ Home, is at Dallas. 


Archaeological Research Planned 


Dr. J. Morris Ashcraft, assistant profes- 
sor of archaeology at Southern Baptist The- 
ological Seminary, has been named a fellow 
of the American Schools of Oriental Re- 
search for 1958-59. He will participate in 
the Biblical research and archaeological 
diggings in Jerusalem. 


Youth Leader Honored 

Rev. Robert Jackson (Jack) Robinson, 
pastor of the First Baptist Church of 
Augusta, Georgia, was named “Young 
Man of 1957” by the Augusta Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. Mr. Robinson 
gained “All-American” honors as a basket- 
ball player while a student in Baylor Uni- 
versity and was a member of the 1948 
United States Olympic basketball team. 
His leadership of the Baptist church in 
Augusta has resulted in 1500 new mem- 
bers in four years. Mr. Robinson, a for- 
mer member of the BWA Youth Commit- 
tee, spoke on the Baptist World Congress 
program at Cleveland in 1950.

Return to Canada 


It was in the midst of this busy year 
that he was asked to accept the office of 
General Secretary of all the Canadian 
Baptist Foreign Mission work. It meant 
he must leave India and move to Toronto. 
So John and Mary returned to Canada in 
1939, 

His first job was policy making. He 
had set for himself several very particular 
objectives. One was the wiping out of 
old “cuts” upon salaries and field work. 
Another passionate objective was the pro- 
motion of independence on the fields. 

John McLaurin gave himself energetical- 
ly to the broader missionary task as a 
member of the Foreign Missions Confer- 
ence of North America, and he was con- 
tinually engaged in some form of executive 
work for the Baptist World Alliance. After 
the war he led a campaign to aid in the 
restoration of German Baptist churches. 

In the summer of 1950 he attended the 
Baptist World Congress in Cleveland and 
gave an address based on the words of 
Jesus, “I am the Truth.” 

The following summer he and Mary 
journeyed to England to attend the sessions 
of the Baptist Commonwealth Congress. 
Of his address on “The Four Pillars of 
Missionary Policy”, The Baptist Times 
commented: 

“No printed report could convey the 
impression made on the audience by this 
fast-spoken, dynamic address delivered 
with great power by this burly Canadian 
missionary statesman.” 

Back in Canada, in the last week of 
May, 1952, he packed his much battered 
traveling bag and set out for Moncton, 
New Brunswick, for a committee meeting. 
Sitting at a small table, ready to open 
discussion of business, he lifted his hand 
in his customary gesture of address. It 
dropped slowly, and with it his head bowed 
as though in prayer. John Bates McLaurin 
was gone.
